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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims, as presently amended, are not rendered obvious by the prior art. The claims 
have been limited to specific components, amounts and annealing conditions that are 
not taught or suggested by the prior art. For instance, while Randall et al. generally 
teach epoxy modified elastomers (column 10, line 20 and on) there is nothing to provide 
adequate suggestion of an epoxy modified acrylic elastomer having 1 to 40 wt% epoxy 
groups. In addition, while Randall et al. teach compositions that contain only polyester 
and modified elastomer (Ex. 1) they also teach many composition containing additional 
components (see patentees' claim 1). Such components are excluded from the instant 
claims by the language "consisting of. On the other hand, while Lo et al. teach various 
polymers to which the tetrafluoroethylene polymer can be added, this fails to specifically 
teach a polylactic acid or polybutylene succinate. Thus, considering the totality of the 
claim limitations, the prior art simply fails to teach or suggest the instant claims.
